THE  MOST  ARCHAIC 
MODERN  CROWN 


In  this  year  of  1959,  coining 
machinery  has  been  perfected  to  such 
a degree  that  individual  workmanship 
of  coins  is  non-existent.  Mass  pro- 
duction methods  have  long  made  sure 
that  all  coins  issued  by  modern  nations 
are  completely  uniform  in  design, 
weight,  fineness,  appearance  and  every 
other  detail,  no  matter  how  minute. 

Only  when  necessity  or  siege  coins 
are  issued  has  the  precision  machinery 
temporarily  been  suspended  in  recent 
memory.  Thus  we  have  during  the  19th 
and  even  this  century,  a few  instances 
of  roughly-made  money.  Prime  exam- 
ples are  the  civil  war  coins  of  Mexico 
during  the  disturbances  of  1913-1915, 
the  coins  of  Guatemala  in  the  early 
1920's,  and  even  the  first  Israeli 
aluminum  coin  is  not  completely  up  to 
modern  standards . But  these  are  ex- 
ceptions from  the  normal  condition. 

In  times  of  peace,  even  the  smallest 
country  either  issues  well-made  coins 
or  has  them  manufactured  abroad. 

There  is  only  one  country,  called 
by  some  the  most  backward  in  the 
world,  which  will  not  permit  any  ap- 
preciable improvements  of  its  coining 
machinery  or  system  over  what  it  had 
a couple  of  hundred  years  ago.  Keeping 
in  line  with  its  general  dislike  for  all 
foreigners  and  things  foreign,  the 
Kingdom  of  Yemen  in  Arabia  also  likes 
to  keep  its  coinage  archaic  looking. 

A modern  coin  is  completely  even, 
because  its  flan  has  been  balanced  and 
polished  before  being  inserted  into  the 
press.  Not  so  with  the  Yemeni  dollar 
or  Royal,  dated  1948  of  our  era.  This 
coin  shows  the  result  of  18th  century 
planchet- making.  Varying  in  thickness 
at  the  edge,  this  coin  lacks  one  of  the 
prime  requisites  of  good  money  --it 
does  not  stack  well.

THE  MOST  ARCHAIC 
MODERN  CROWN 
(Continued) 

The  Yemeni  Ryal  is  not  struck  on  a 
modern  press  but  by  the  so-called 
"ring"  method  popular  during  the  18th 
and  early  19th  centuries,  in  which  a 
ring,  consisting  of  two  halves,  sur- 
rounds the  planchet  under  pressure. 

In  this  way  the  metal  cannot  escape  to 
form  a thinning  coin.  But  the  very 
nature  of  the  two  halves  of  the  confin- 
ing ring  cannot  prevent  uneveness  and, 
of  course,  where  the  two  halves  of 
the  ring  join,  a hump  can  be  plainly 
felt  on  the  edge  of  the  coin. 

The  planchet  itself  is  far  from 
smooth,  the  cast  blanks  evidently 
having  been  used  as  they  were,  without 
any  machine  polish.  The  design  itself 
is  hand- made,  that  is  to  say,  shows 
somewhat  wavering  lines,  circles 
that  are  not  completely  round,  and 
pearled  rims  that  vary  in  the  size  of 
their  pearls. 

The  types  have  not  changed  for 
centuries.  Being  orthodox  Moslems, 
the  Yemenis  do  not  permit  the  picture 
of  a living  person  to  appear  on  their 
money,  nor  that  of  an  animal  or  sym- 
bolic figure.  Only  the  crossed  swords 
of  the  Prophet  and  Islamic  inscriptions 
appear  on  the  1948  Yemeni  Ryal. 

While  this  coin  is  a handicap  in 
terms  of  modern  trade,  it  does  have 
all  the  charm  of  the  handmade  money 
of  an  earlier  era  and  collectors  will 
be  grateful  for  this  anachronism.
